two-thirds of mankind who now 
demand a share of the good 
things of life.” 

He said, “We must work to 
uproot the deep causes of con- 
flict and tension...”

While it is anticipated the 
loop highway would be some- 
what east of the proposed route 
of the Outer Belt in St. Louis 
county, there is no doubt the 
Outer Belt would be consoli- 
dated with the loop highway 
and that the county would then 
have to meet only one-half the 
right-of-way costs instead of the 
full burden. When the federal 
traffic relief project will get 
under way depends on how 
much Congress appropriates to 
the national highway -program. 

Proposed Outer Belt Route. 

As conceived by the County 
Planning Commission, the 
northern terminus of the Outer 
Belt would be at the ,intersec- 
tion of U.S. 66 and Missouri 
Highway 140. It would continue 
westward along the west pro- 
longation of U.S. 66 and then 
curve southward just southeast 
of the intersection of Dunn and 
Howdershell roads along a line 
that’ represents the northeast 
prolongation of McKelvey road. 

From this point it would go 
southwest along this prolonga- 
Natural Bridge and 
St. Charles roads and south- 
westward along McKelvey road 
proper, linking up with the 
Mark Twain Expressway about 
one-half mile south of St. 
Charles road.

UST A LITTLE MORE than 10 years ago, George F. Kennan 
sent off from Moscow the 10,000-word dispatch that grimly 
and brilliantly charted the course of the cold war for the 


American Government. 


Somewveeks ago, George Ken- 
nan urned from a long 
journey of inquiry in Europe. 
He then wrote a long letter 
about Soviet policy in Europe 
and especially about the Ger- 
man problem, which is the key 
to the European future. 

This Kennan letter shatters 
almost as many happy illusions 
as the historic Kennan dispatch 
of a decade past. It suggests, in 
faet, that the current foreign 
ministers’ meeting at Geneva 
is a mere way station to the 
grand nightmare of western 
diplomacy—a German reversal 
of alliances in favor of the 
Soviet Union. These reporters 
have been permitted to quote 
the following excerpts: 

“The Russians,” writes Ken- 
nah, “will aim their diplomatic 
action from now on exclusively 
at the Germans, simply by- 
passing the western govern- 
ments, who have lent them- 
selves most obligingly to being 
by-passed by working them- 
selves into rigid, sterile posi- 
tions without latitude for man- 
euver, Moscow may take its 
time about wooing the Ger- 
mans, confident that the west- 
ern governments are safely 
boxed in by walls of their own 
making. ... 

‘Voice for East Germans. 

“Moscow's game, with re- 
gard to the Germans, will be 
first (to give) the East German 
government a position of politl- | 
cal respectability, so that it may | 
have a voice in the eventual dis- | 
cussion of unification ... then) 
the ventriloquists of Moscow 
will speak through Pankow 
(the East German capital); and | 
what they will surely suggest 
to the Western Germans is that | 
only one thing stands in the | 
way of (German) unification— 
the military bond with the 
United States.” 

“Surely it is not reasonable, 
it will be said to Bonn, that you 
should come into the discussion 
of unification with ... your 
freedom of decision prejudiced 
by a military tie to another 
great power. Drop this... and 
real discussion of unification 
can begin. Moscow figures it 
cannot lose by this approach.” 

Kennan continues that Mos- 
cow's calculations seem likely 
to prove correct, for several dif- | 
ferent reasons. For one thing, | 
“the unification problem has | 
now been activated for fair in | 
German minds.” For another, 


the situation in Eastern Ger-| he thinks, 
many is now “beginning to be- | 


come crucial.” 


Accepting Communists. 

Almost all hope of liberation 
has been lost in East Germany 
since President Eisenhower's 
journey to the summit and West 
German Chancellor Adenauer’s 
journey to Moscow. The East 
Germans who have not fled are 
accepting the Communist re- 
gime, and the youth are even 
becoming converted to it. For 
similar reasons, the situation in 
West Berlin also “shows signs 
of deteriorating.”

HEN a person creates an irrevocable trust 

for the benefit of someone else, he makes 
a gift. For a person of substantial means, an ir- 
revocable trust established for a child, grandchild, 
or aged parent makes an ideal Christmas gift. A 
father can establish such a trust for his daughter 
and give her financial independence for life. A son 
can create such a trust for aged parents who are 
dependent on him; a grandfather can establish 
irrevocable trusts for grandchildren. 


In many cases, the person creating such a trust 
will obtain very important tax advantages from 
doing so. For example, suppose a man in a 70% tax 
bracket is now giving an allowance of $200 a 
month to a grown daughter. If he creates an ir-

man will retire on a pension in twelve years, at 
which time his income will be much smaller than at 
present.

Money Isn’t Everything 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


On Oct. 31 and Nov. 1, you ran 
two editorials concerning the need 
for higher salaries to attract more 
and better people to the teaching 
profession. 

Certainly salaries are too low, but 
there is another factor which I think 
is even more discouraging to people 
who might otherwise wish to teach. 
That factor is the college courses 
required for a teacher's certificate. 

To gain the small amount of con- 
crete knowledge that has been de- 
veloped on teaching methods a stu- 
dent must labor through two years 
of education courses. A student in- 
terested in science would be able to 
take only a minimum number of 
basic science courses and would then 
have to devote ‘almost all of his last 
two years to teaching methods—if he 
wented to teach. 

The teaching field is losing those 
{dealistic people who refuse to give 
up their education to take education 
courses. If the principles of educa- 
tion were consolidated into two or 
three courses (and it is entirely pos- 
sible) I think we would find more 
and better people going into teaching 
in spite of the poor salary scales.

Revolts for Democracy? 


Within a week military coups have removed 
Presidents in South America’s two largest na- 
tions. It is not unusual for the military to oper- 
ate as politieal arbiter in that continent. But it 
is unusual for the militarists to insist, as they 
now do in both Argentina and Brazil, that they 
are defending democracy. 

In Argentina, the government of President 
Eduardo Lonardi, which overthrew Dictator Pe- 
ron only two months ago, has been replaced by 
another provisional government led by another 
general, Pedro Eugenio Arambaru. Stated in 
these terms, Argentine politics would seem to 
have returned to the pattern of personalismo, 
or rule by clique and personality. But principles 
also are involved. 

The Lonardi government had attempted to 
merge all anti-Peron factions. These included 
not only democrats but nationalists who only de- 
serted Peron because of his war on the Catholic 
Church. The attempt to command a unity for 
which there was no real political basis failed in 
the end. Military colleagues of Lonardi rebelled 
and installed Arambaru in what Argentine ob- 
servers interpret as a victory for the more demo- 
cratic elements. The new government seems 
to have survived a first challenge from a strike 
of the powerful labor movement which fol- 
lowed Peron. 

Brazil's political upheaval is no less compli- 
cated and at first glance no less personal. The 
Brazilian army ousted Getulio Vargas from his 
dictatorial hold on the presidency last year, then 
stood on the sidelines last month as the nation 
elected a Vargas man, Juscelino Kubitschek, as 
president-elect. 

The: Army reentered politics on Nov. 11 by 
removing President Carlos Coimbra da Luz, a 
Vargas opponent. Senate-President Nereu Ramos 
has now become acting President. Thus the 
Army, opposed as it has been to Vargas policy, 
overthrew a Vargas opponent. The military's 
explanation is that the coup will assure the in- 
stallation of the rightful president-elect and so 
uphold the constitution. 

Argentina and Brazil are, of course, large 
and individualistic nations with different lan- 
guages and political inheritances. But certain 
similarities nevertheless appear in their Novem- 
ber revolts. Both fortunately were bloodless, 
and involved considerable personal maneuver- 
ing. Both carry the promise of democracy from 
military leaders, though neither offers a sure 
promise of stability in the foreseeable future. 

The contradictions and similarities together 
can only be understood as an inheritance from 
years of personal rule in each nation. Economic 
inflation and political disunity do not disappear 
with dictators. When the strong men go, years 
of patient effort are required to clear away the 
debris and rebulld sound popular government. 
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The Gerrymander Set Aside 
One look at a map of how the Election Board 


_{In 1952 gerrymandered the seven St. Louis state 


senatorial districts should have been enough to 
suggest that this partisan jigsaw work could 
never command the approval of the Missouri 
State Supreme Court. 

And on Monday the court unanimously de- 
clared these districts to be void. It held they do 
not conform to the rules of compactness and 
uniformity of population set forth in the State 
Constitution. 

To make sure that the denial of equal repre- 
sentation involved in the gerrymander does not 
continue through the 1956 elections, the Su- 
preme Court did not send this case back to the 
lower court, but directly ordered the present 
Election Board to re-draw the district lines in 
accord with law. The board says it will begin 
the work at once. 

Here the court faced a somewhat puzzling 
practical problem. It could hardly blame the 
Senators elected from these meandering districts 
for their boundaries and so rule that these men 
had been improperly elected. Yet a compact re- 
districting is bound to put some residents of 
present even-numbered districts into new odd- 
numbered districts. 

Since the court hopes that State Senators may 
be elected from these districts in 1956 and from 
the new even-numbered districts in 1958, some 
voters will get a chance to make two senatorial 
choices rather than one in a four-year period. 
But there is no real legal difficulty involved 
since such voters will be deprived of the repre- 
sentation chosen under the 1952 plan. They may 
vote twice in one normal senatorial span, but 
they will not have two State Senators. And the 
real evil of electing another group of men from 
gerrymandered districts will be avoided. 

In short, the State Supreme Court is restor- 
ing equalized representation as quickly as pos- 
sible. The only happier course would have been 
one under which the gerrymander would nevet 
have come into effect at all. Missouri citizens 
and-their representatives may well consider the 
possibility of a formula for preventing a future 
abuse akin to the one which now must be cor- 
rected by order of the court.

Murder in the Sky 

Assassination by means of a bomb placed in 
an airliner is a relatively new type of murder— 
and just about the most vicious form that fiend- 
ish ingenuity can devise. It is shocking news 
that a 23-year-old man, according to the United 
States Attorney at Denver, has signed a written 
admission that he sabotaged the United Air 
Lines plane that exploded near Longmont, Colo., 
Nov. 1, killing all 44 persons aboard. 

If he did commit this crime, the enormity of 
his act is almost beyond belief, for the man is 
said to have insured his mother, a passenger, 
for $37,500 just before she boarded the plane, 
and in killing her he also brought death to 43 
other innocent persons whom he did not even 
know. It is difficult to conceive of a mind so cal- 
loused that it can plan what amounts to a whole- 
sale slaughter in order to profit by the death of 
one other person. 

Yet this type of crime has been committed at 
least four other times and nearly carried out 
another time in the last six years. Until the 
Colorado crash, the case that attracted the most 
attention and killed the most persons was that 
of a Canadian Pacific Airlines plane in which 
23 persons died on Sept. 23, 1949. A salesman 
with a mistress who had insured his wife for 
$10,000 was convicted and hanged with two 

Five months before that a Philippine Airlines 
plane out of Manila exploded, killing 13 persons 
including a Filipino whose death was desired by 
three other Filipinos. In 1950 a smoking bomb 
was found on a United Air Lines plane at Los 
Angeles and a man who had insured his wife 
and two children for $25,000 and put them on 
the plane was convicted. In 1952 two men were 
convicted of planting a bomb on a Mexican 
plane after insuring seven of the 20 passengers 
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later a bomb exploded on a Mexican airliner 
after it landed, killing three attendants. 

In all these explosions the bomb had been 
placed in luggage or in a package sent by air 
express. Obviously if all luggage and air parcels 
were to be subjected to a search for explosives: 
the airline schedules would be delayed for hours 
in some instances. Probably the best deterrent 
would be achieved by the speedy trial of a de- 
fendant in any such case and swift justice for 
any person who is found guilty. 


Two Armed With Words 


The writing trade was deprived of two of its 
most proficient American practitioners when 
heart attacks struck down almost simultaneously 
Robert E. Sherwood and Bernard DeVoto. And 
fair play lost two of its most vigilant and vigor- 
ous advocates; this second loss being the greater. 

But for the string of crises which began with 
the depression, ran through the war and the end 
of which is not yet, the paths of these two might 


have come together only briefly as students at. 


Harvard College. Sherwood might have gone his 
way as a playwright and movie-writer, turning 
out hit after hit and winning a Pulitzer Prize 
every now and then. 

DeVoto might have been well content to be 
Harvard's best writing teacher since Bliss Perry, 
turning out magazine fiction or history—just to 
show he could practice what he preached—and 
also getting his recognitions. 

Both did get their Pulitzer prizes, Sherwood 
three of them for “Idiot's Delight,” “Abe Lin- 
coln in Illinois” and “There Shall Be No Night.” 
DeVoto's came for “Beyond the Wide Missouri,” 
a book prepared largely in St. Louis in the 
archives of the Missouri Historical Society. 

These two Americans, however, were not cut 
out to be “non-political” after the fashion of so 
many of their European counterparts. There 
would be no American Hitler except “over their 


dead bodies.” And the threat did not have to be & 
Sherwood came to o 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's aid in the writing of 


sO great to arouse them. 


speeches, worked hard in the war-time informa- 
tion services, wrote articles for liberal causes 
and crowned them with “Roosevelt and Hop- 
kins,” winner of a Pulitzer biography award. 

DeVoto's birth in Utah made him conscious 
not only of the history of the West, but of the 
necessity for defending its natural resources 
against ever-present plunderers. He was just as 
zealous for personal rights as for public prop- 
erty. He fought battle after battle against ero- 
sion of the Bill of Rights, whether by book-ban- 
ning or by the prying of public authorities into 
private opinions and activities. 

Occasionally he might devote one of his “Easy 
Chairs” in Harper's Magazine to kidding the fe- 
male beautification industry or to ruminations 


on Mark Twain whose unpublished papers were | 


in his custody. But mostly he was fighting. He 
loved good fights and he was always determined 
to win them. 

Sherwood and DeVoto showed that they could 
write for money the easy way, but they were 
not minded to take that way. To them, writing 
was not just a way of making money; it was the 
great instrument of enlightenment and progress, 
the great weapon against the enemies of en- 
lightenment and progress. So they will be missed 
—and remembered. 
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As Predictable As Before 


If the verdict of a Mississippi trial jury ac- 
quitting two white men of the murder of a 14- 
year-old Negro boy was predictable, so too was 
the action of the grand jury which heard evi- 
dence that the men had kidnaped the boy. 


The all-white grand jury of 20 men declined 
to indict Roy Bryant and his half-brother, J. W. 
Milam, on kidnaping charges. 

Less than a month ago, a trial jury likewise 
declined to find them guilty of murdering Em- 
mett Till, the Negro boy from Chicago who dis- 
appeared while vacationing at his uncle's farm. 

Thus the two defendants are free of all 
charges, and Mississippi seems ready to forget 
the whole affair, including the question of who 
did kidnap and murder young Till if Bryant and 
Milam did not.

This is the principal argument in favor of 
Proposition No. 4 at the county bond issue 
election a week from today. If voters ap- 
prove this item, $200,000 will be spent to build 
turnout park-picnic areas along major county 
highways, and $2,000,000 to buy and equip 100 
small playgrounds and athletic areas. 

It is easy to say that neighborhood play- 
grounds of the latter type are a responsibility 
of municipalities rather than of the county gov- 
ernment. The fact is that with few exceptions 
such facilities are not now being provided by 
municipalities. 

If the county does not do the job, it probably 
will not get done. And if the job is not done 
now, suitable sites will disappear as the county's 
urban areas fill up. We believe the citizens’ 
screening committee was wise to recommend 
this type of recreation program, and that its 
proposal should be supported. 

Nor can there be any doubt that Proposition 
No. 5, for voting machines, should be passed 
as a Similar proposition was passed in the 1954 
election. The $650,000 -authorized at that time 
was sufficient to buy 400 machines, and they 
were bought. But under the plan for consolidat- 
ing voting precincts recently completed by the 
Governmental Research Institute, about 757 ma- 
chines will be needed for the 1956 election and 
more thereafter to take care of a growing popu- 
lation. Item No. 5 would provide for the pur- 
chase of 400 machines at the current price 
of $1688. , 

The relatively small civil defense item, Propo- 
sition No. 8, would finance the county's share 
of building and equipping an auxiliary metro- 
politan area control center, and the cost of in- 
stalling warning signals in unincorporated areas. 
The auxiliary control center, to be built at How- 
ard Bend on the Missouri river, would cost 
$150,000, of which the city is paying $100,000 
and the county $50,000. The city has already 
voted bonds for its share of the cost.

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Ragtime Capital of the World

In 1885, a 17-year-old piano player 
named Scott Joplin arrived in St. Louis 
fresh from the small Missouri town of 
Sedalia. The St. Louls of that day was 
a sprawling river port with the free- 
wheeling atmosphere of a frontier town. 

Along the waterfront, steamboats 
were lined for miles and the levee was 
piled high with rich cargo and swarm- 
ing with work gangs, roustabouts, and 
well - heeled river 


men. A few blocks 
away, the honky- 
tonks and saloons 


went full blast, ab- 
sorbing what they 
could of the wealth 
pouring in from the 
levee. 

The time and 
place were ripe for 
a youth of Joplin’s 
talents. In a. few 
short years, the kid 
from Sedalia was to 
earn the title of 
“The King of Rag- 
time” and to make 
St. Louis the world capital of his kind 
of music. 

At the age of 7, Scott Joplin first 
laid hands on a piano—an antique up- 
right belonging to a Sedalia neighbor. 
The small-town’ prodigy took lessons 
from an old German music teacher, but 
was soon playinz with a beat never 
heard in any conservatory. 

While still of somewhat tender years 
even to be on the premises, young Jop- 
lin was the featured pianist at Sedalia’s 
sporting life headquarters, the Maple 
Leaf Cafe ...a name he was later to 
immortalize with the “Maple Leaf Rag.” 
Still a mainstay of jazz pianists and 
Dixieland bands, “Maple Leaf Rag” 
was the second of Joplin’s more than 
50 published rags. 

At the time Joplin was working out 
on the Maple Leaf piano, John Stark 
was running a small music store in Sé- 
dalia. The circumstances that put these 
two men in one small town at one time 
and led to their meeting changed the 
history of popular music in America. 

For it was Stark who became Joplin's 
publisher and it was Joplin’s “Maple 
Leaf Rag” that gave the Stark Music 
Co. its start toward the top in the rag- 
time field. Soon, Stark was publishing 
other composers’ rags and printing 
them in a plant at Grand and Laclede 
in St. Louis that was paid for with the 
royalties that poured in from “Maple 
Leaf.” 

Ragtime evolved as a piano version 
of a new kind of music that was just 
beginning to make itself heard as the 
nineteenth century drew to a close, It 
grew from a rich heritage of spirituals 
and plantation melodies, old Civil War 
songs, “work hollers,” military marches, 
jigs and reels and country dances. 

Down in old New Orleans, this music 


was influenced by the French brass 
band tradition. It was blown through 
cornets, clarinets and slide trombones 
by the marching society bands at dances 
and street parades — even at funerals. 
Fight hundred miles up the Missis- 
sippi in St. Louis, this same kind of 
music was being hammered out on hun- 
dreds of upright pianos. Here the style 
reached full maturity under the sure 
and nimble fingers of masters like Scott 
Joplin and such other near-legendary 
figures as Tom Turpin, James Scott, 
Louis Chauvin and Charlie Thompson, 

When Joplin landed in St. Louis, 
there were already ragtime pianists 
banging away in the honky-tonks and 
the jazz beat had begun to come up the 
river from New Orleans on the river- 
boats. It wasn’t long before the Sedalia 
youth was firmly enthroned on Tom 
Turpin’s piano stool at the Redbud 
Cafe—hub of the ragtime whirl around 
Market and Chestnut streets. 

For the next eight years, St. Louls 
was home base for Joplin, but his 
wanderings took him all over Missouri 
and as far away as Louisville and Cin- 
cinnati. Before long, St. Louis inspired 
pianists were spreading the faith 
throughout the land. 

The ragtime craze reached a crescen- 
do by the time the St. Louis World's 
Fair opened in 1904. On the Pike, 
John Philip Sousa’s 64-pliece brass band 
huffed and puffed its way through pon- 
derous orchestrations of Joplin’s and 
James Scott's rags. 

While St. Louis pianos were rocking 
to ragtime, the city was also attracting 
other jazz artists. When the old New 
Orleans “Storyville” district was closed 
down in 1917, the number of jazz mu- 
sicians who came up the river to St. 
Louis turned from a trickle to a flood. 

For decades after, the great New 
Orleans jazz musicians played the river- 
boats up and down the Mississippi and 
brought their music to St. Louis. On 
the old J. S. and St. Paul steamers, Fate 
Marable led bands that included some 
of the biggest names in jazz history, in- 
cluding perhaps the biggest name of 
them all—Louis Armstrong. 

It is recorded that the great Louis 
once began a cornet chorus when the 
boat left Alton and was still blowing it 
when they pulled into the St. Louis 
levee, 20 miles downstream. 

Ragtime has never died in St. Louis. 
It can still be heard in little bars here 
and there and the Dixieland jazz tradi- 
tion has had a strong revival since the 
war. Ralph Sutton, the modern master 
of ragtime, has gone from St. Louis to 
play the top night spots in New York 
and Europe. 

The birthplace of the whole ragtime 
tradition; the home port of the great 
riverboat jazz bands, the city that W. C. 
Handy saluted in his most famous blues, 
St. Louis has played an historic and 
colorful role in American music.

for a speaking engagement to 
the Quarterbacks Club that 
lives and dies with the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, LARRY 
(MOON) MULLINS has found 
his way back to Manhattan, 
Kan.

ECENTLY we received the 
following letter from a 
reader: 

“I am a mother of three chil- 
dren. My eldest son is 12 years 
old and he often receives mail. 
He gets very angry if my hus- 
band or I read one of his let- 
ters. I usually am the one to 
get the mail in the morning 
while my son is at school. Do 
you think it would be all right 
for me to open any of his let- 
ters while he was away? I’ve 
read that adolescents at this 
age may require some sort of 
privacy.”

MOST CERTAINLY it would 
not be all right for this mother 
to open and read her son’s mail 
while he is away at school. Even 
if this mail is only of the sec- 
ond-class variety. This is par- 
ticularly true since this boy has 
already indicated clearly, by 
getting angry, that he does not 
want his mail read. 

Even if he showed no strong 
reaction against having his mail 
read first by his parents, it 
would still be better not to 
read it. To do so is treating 
him babyishly and is not show- 
ing proper respect for him as 
a maturing individual. 


* * 

THE ONLY EXCEPTION we 
can think of is if a boy or girl 
for some reason or other had 
asked a mother to read the 
mail as soon as it came. (For 
instance, he might not be able 
to get home and might plan to 
phone to find out what a cer- 
tain expected letter said.)

HE lan of ours often

One such observer is Mrs. 
Shelby Steger of Bear Camp 
Hollow, Van Buren, Mo. Let 
me share with you some of the 
delightful expressions she has 
collected in 10 years residence 
in the Ozarks. 

“Many are the words brought 
from England and Scotland by 
the Pilgrims which are still in 
common use here in the hills,” 
she writes. “Here are a few: 

“*Wash the baby’s hands, 
they're all gaimy (or all 
gaumed ip) from that candy.’ 
‘The old henhouse is so shack- 
lety it's about to fall down.’ ‘I 
bought the biggest budget of 
groceries.’ (Pronounced bood- 
get—that is the ‘u’ of ‘push,’ 
not ‘bud’). ‘Wal, I wouldn't ex- 
actly say he’s lazy but he is 
right smart workbrickle.’ 

“Many, of course, the dic- 
tionary has lost track of,” she 
adds. “The verb ‘to wool'—‘"The 
baby wooled that pore little 
kitten plumb to death.’ ‘Proud 
of’ used as ‘pleased or delight- 
ed with’—‘My, your new freez- 
er is fine; I'll bet you're just so 
proud of it.” ‘Sull’ as a verb 
undoubtedly cerived from ‘sul- 
len’—Pa whupped Old Ring 
for stealing eggs, and now the 
old hound’s crawled under the 
floor and sulled up until he 
won't come even when you 
whistle to hie him out.’ 

“Plus so much picturesque 
speech,” continues Mrs. Steger, 
“that I regret I don't know 
shorthand. ‘Rain?’ Why hit was 
‘araining pitchforks and bull 
yearlings.’ ‘Another year of 
this drouth and the river’ll be 
so low we'll have to start 
haulin’ water to it.’ ‘I ain't 
ascaired of him. I ain’t very 
big but if he messes with me, 
he'll think I'm a circle saw.’” 

There's more to this delight- 
ful chronicle of the colorful 
language of the Ozarks. but it 
will have to go over for an- 
other day.

Balancing the Heating System. 


VER since the first caveman 
F touna that he could warm his 

cave with a fire, man has 
been complaining about uneven 
heat in his home—some rooms 
too warm and some too cool. 
Most of the time he just com- 
plains but now and then he gets 
real mad and does something 
about it. 

For example, if you have 
steam radiators you can usually 
balance the system by installing 
something called a multiple 
vent air valve, 


The purpose of that little air 
valve, as you know, is to allow 
the air in the radiator to escap® 
as the steam comes up. Unless 
the air gets out, there is no 
room for the steam. 

You can easily see that you 
can regulate the speed at which 
the radiator will heat by regu- 
lating the escape of air. If you 
want the radiator to heat up 
quickly then the air must 
If you’want to slow 
the rate at which the radiator 
heats to allow the other more 
distant radiators to warm up 
then you reduce the rate, at 
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which the air escapes from the 
radiator. With one of these 
multiple vent air valves this 
can be easily accomplished. 


The general idea is to reduce 
the size of the opening in the 
valve on those radiators in rooms 
close to the thermostat. The 
size of the opening on the more 
distant radiators is set for a fast 
escape of air. When the steam 
comes up, it will have a chance 
to do some good for the radia- 
tors far away from the thermo- 
stat before those radiators near 
the thermostat produce so much 
heat that the thermostat is satis- 
fied and turns off the boiler. 


These little valves are easy to 
install. You simply unscrew 
the old ofie-and set in the new. 
Just turn down the thermostat 
while you are doing the in- 
stallation.

South lands at the contract 
of three no-trump after North 
shows both major suits. West, 
hoping he may “hit” his part- 
ner, lays down the king of 
clubs, but East plays the dis- 
couraging three, and West 
shifts to the four of diamonds. 

Right here, problems arise to 
test both East and South. Since 
these problems are inter-de- 
pendent, let's first consider 
what East should do. ) 

If the diamond six is played 
from the table, East should not 
waste his ace. If he does put 
up that card, note that South 
cannot lose the contract—the 
defenders can win only two 
diamonds and two clubs. So 
East retains the ace and, in- 
stead, puts in the nine. That 
fixes South. A holdup is futile, 
so he wins with the ten. But 
he cannot collect the needed 
tricks outside of the club suit, 
and when he knocks out the 
club ace, West leads another 
low diamond to his partner's 
ace and East returns the dia- 
mond three through declarer’s 
Q-7 to West's K-8. 

Now we move to the de- 
clarer’s position. 

It is not too difficult for 
South to visualize that the dia- 
mond suit lies substantially as 
shown, East is marked with at 
least one high diamond honor, 
and all signs point to the fact 
that West has the other honor 
and three low diamonds. If de- 
clarer plays the diamond six 
from the table, he knows that 
East can defeat him by playing 
the eight or nine to force an 
honor from the closed hanc. So 
South plays dummy’s diamond 
jack—and hopes. 

Now, back to East. He must 
not let the diamond jack hold 
the trick, so he wins with the 
ace and returns a diamond. Ah, 
but which diamond? If he 
chooses the nine, South simply 
covers with the 10, and West 
is helpless. Thus, East must 
return the three, and now the 
defense is back in control.
